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Guessing game coming to end 


O Highly anticipated announcement on shipbuilding contracts expected to come at 5 p.m. today O Premier 
Darrell Dexter has likened winning $25-billion contract to winning Olympics every year for next 30 years 


Canada’s long-suffering ship¬ 
builders are expected to find out 
today how $35 billion in federal 
contracts will be divvied up. 

The decision follows an arm’s- 
length selection process designed 
to limit not only political but also 
legal blowbaclc from a cut-throat 
industry and job-starved provinces. 

The three contenders include 
Irving’s Halifax Shipyard, the Sea- 
span Marine Corp. in British Colum¬ 
bia and the Davie shipyard of Levis, 
Que. 

One of them will walk away with 
the jackpot — $25 billion in antic¬ 
ipated navy-combat-ship projects 
over the next 20 years. The runner- 
up will receive $8 billion in feder¬ 
al civilian ships, including coast 
guard cutters, and the third can 
expect $2 billion in smaller con¬ 
tracts. 

Public Works Minister Rona 
Ambrose has repeatedly said the 
decision will be devoid of political 
influence. To ensure that, the gov¬ 
ernment turned to outside con¬ 
sultants on three occasions to not 
only make the decision but also 
design the National Shipbuilding 
Strategy. 

It was a message Defence Min¬ 
ister Peter MacKay repeated out¬ 
side the House of Commons yes¬ 
terday.

Best-case scenario 


► The economic stakes in today’s 
decision are high. Nova Scotia, 
disappointed by its fizzling off¬ 
shore natural gas industry, is 
looking at the shipyard deal as a 
saviour. It anticipates an annual 
bump of 2.6 per cent in economic 
growth and up to 11 ,495 direct 
and indirect jobs if Irving wins 
the larger contract. 

“These decisions... will be made 
in a way Canadians can be sure it 
was based on the merit and not on 
political interference,” he said 
A senior bureaucrat, not a politi¬ 
cian, is expected to make the 
announcement, said a government 
source. 

There will be a certain splash of 
irony if Irving-owned Halifax Ship¬ 
yard comes out on top. The pow¬ 
erful corporation took the federal 
government to court after losing 
the $ 1.5-billion submarine service 
contract to a Victoria-based yard. 

Peter Cairns, of the Shipbuild¬ 
ing Association of Canada, said 
from what he can tell the bids are 
almost too close to call because 
each yard has similar strengths and 
weaknesses.

When it comes to the out¬ 
door stadium, even a non¬ 
committal motion draws 
heavy debate around the 
council table. 

Last night, HRM staff 
sought — and won — per¬ 
mission to ask the 
province and the federal 
government for up to $40 
million and to tell them 
HRM is in for up to $20 
million. Council was not 
asked to commit any mon¬ 
ey last night, only for staff 
to negotiate funding part¬ 
nerships. 

Since the detailed busi¬ 
ness case is still being 
worked out, many council¬ 
lors wondered whether it 
made sense to ask for 
money when the details 
aren’t nailed down. 

Some were even more 
discouraged by Premier 
Darrell Dexter’s com¬ 
ments to the media earlier 
this week: “We’re in the 
position where we simply 
say, don’t ask us and we 
won’t say no.” 

Coun. Gloria McCluslcey 
said she doesn’t know why 
the municipality is push¬ 
ing on with the stadium 
when the province is obvi¬ 
ously soured on the idea. 

“Maybe they’re smarter 
than we are: They know 
they can’t afford it and I 
know we can’t afford it,” 
she said. 

Coun. Reg Rankin sug¬ 


gested they add a backup 
plan for the negotiations. 
He said if the price tag is 
too much, HRM could re¬ 
duce the scale and cost of 
the stadium without com¬ 
promising the “needs of 
the community.” 

“Tonight we’re asked to 
support what is in essence 
a $60-million project,” he 


said. 

But Phillip Townsend, 
director of infrastructure 
and asset management, re¬ 
peated several times the 
big go-or-no-go decision 
will be made in December, 
when the detailed busi¬ 
ness case lands before 
council. 

Coun. Jim Smith urged

council to stand united in 
support of a stadium. 

“I think we need to be 
stepping stones instead of 
stumbling blocks,” he said. 


HRM goes 
with 

Scenario 1 

With some grumbling, 
Halifax regional council 
agreed on a new district 
map of HRM last night. 

Council voted in favour 
of sending scenario No. 1 
to the Nova Scotia Utility 
and Review Board. 

Municipal staff spent 
more than two months 
consulting with the public 
and several stakeholders 
to draw up a new map and 
reduce 23 districts to 16. 

They came up with two 
options and, while public 
surveys showed opinion 
was split between the two, 
the Halifax Regional 
School Board preferred 
scenario No. 1, as did HRM 
staff and the boundaiy-re- 
view panel. 

Previously council voted 
to pass or reject new 
boundaries without 
debate. 

Last night Mayor Peter 
Kelly reminded council of 
that fact and suggested 
any councillors who want 
to give commentary 
should notify the UARB to 
speak at their hearing on 
Nov. 7. 

A few councillors 
sought clarification from 
staff. Coun. Russell Walker 
started to thank the review 
panel but was interrupted 
by other councillors who 
complained that if he was 
allowed to comment, so 
were they, o Jennifer taplin

Turbines create 
stir in council 


The wind-turbine issue is 
still spinning at Halifax 
regional council. 

In August, council vot¬ 
ed to push back setbacks 
for large turbines in rural 
areas from 550 metres to 
1,000 metres. And last 
night council voted on 
the process for developers 
to let neighbours know 
when a wind farm is go¬ 
ing in. 

But it wasn’t enough 
for Coun. Steve Streatch. 

Right now if someone 
wants to install a turbine 
no public consultation is 
required, and if approved 
by the municipality it can 
go in as a right-of-way. But 
last night, Streatch asked 
staff to come up with an¬ 
other report to outline a 
public-consultation 
process. 

Coun. Barry Dalrymple 
said he doesn’t think pub¬ 
lic consultation is needed 
for micro, small or medi¬ 



um turbines. Large tur¬ 
bine projects, however, 
should require public in¬ 
put, he said. 

Council approved the 
request for another staff 
report on the issue and it 
should be back before 
council in about six to 
eight weeks.

“It’s not a charge we 
see often,” MacRae said of 
the hate-crime charge. 

Police say the hate- 
crime charge was laid be¬ 
cause the message could 
have caused harm to the 
homeowners, who are re¬ 
portedly black. 

Two 17-year-old males 
from Eastern Passage will 
appear in Halifax provin¬ 
cial youth court on Nov. 
10.

Halifax a friend of small 
businesses, report shows 


O Six of Atlantic Canada’s largest regions make top 50 business-friendly 
communities O New Glasgow, Cape Breton and Kentville top Halifax on list

Halifax has slightly im¬ 
proved its small-business 
friendliness according to a 
new report released by the 
Canadian Federation of In¬ 
dependent Business. 

Halifax ranked 77th 
among 100 municipalities 
surveyed in the report, 
dubbed Communities in 
Bloom: Canada’s Top En¬ 
trepreneurial Cities, with 
a score of 46.4 per cent. 

To put that in perspec¬ 
tive, Truro placed 83rd 
(44.8 per cent), Cape Bre¬ 
ton came 72nd (47 per 
cent), New Glasgow placed 
22nd (55.7 per cent) and 
Moncton grabbed the 16th 
spot (56.4 per cent). 

Cities were ranked on 
factors including the num¬ 
ber of small businesses, 
optimism among those 
businesses and effective¬ 
ness of local and provin¬ 
cial policy. 

“The good news is that 
Halifax has improved its 
ranking slightly over last 
year,” said Amelia DeMar¬ 
co, a senior policy analyst 
with the CFIB, who said

► Despite the vast difference 
in ranking, DeMarco noted 
Halifax’s score was only 10 
points below Moncton, 
which topped the Atlantic 
Canadian municipalities in 
CFIB’s rankings. 


Halifax was in the 80s last 
year. 

“But obviously if you 
take a look at the score, 
we still have a long way to 

go-” 

DeMarco pointed to a 
rating their member busi¬ 
nesses gave municipal 
councillors when asked 
about council’s awareness 
of small-business issues. 

A dismal three per cent 
of respondents said that 
awareness was good. 

“That was one of the 
worst ratings in the coun¬ 
try. So I think that really 
points to why we see Hali¬ 
fax so low on this list,” 
said DeMarco. 

The “property-tax gap” 
also comes into play, ac¬ 
cording to DeMarco. 

She said businesses pay 
an average of $3.37 in 



property taxes for every $1 like they’re not being un¬ 
paid by residents on a derstood by council,” said 
property of the same val- DeMarco.

DSTN 

facing 

challenges

With skilled workers in 
short supply, Trenton- 
based DSTN is looking at 
Irving Shipbuilding’s bid 
to secure a $25-billion na¬ 
tional shipbuilding con¬ 
tract as both a challenge 
and an opportunity. 

Brad Murray, DSTN’s 
communications manag¬ 
er, said if the Irvings win 
one of the National Ship¬ 
building Procurement 
Strategy contracts, it 
could draw workers away 
from the wind-turbine 
operation. 

“(But) on the upside, 
maybe there could be 
some collaborative effort 
(in) working with the 
shipyard on some of the 
(components) or helping 
with the fabrication 
process,” Murray said yes¬ 
terday. 


Trenton 


► Currently, the DSTN Trenton 
facility is only producing 
wind-turbine towers, with 
small-blade manufacturing 
slated to start in early 2012 . 

There are 158 perma¬ 
nent workers at DSTN’s 
Trenton facility, but the 
company estimates 
between 350 and 400 
workers will be required 
once full production is 
reached. 

Murray told the 
province’s standing com¬ 
mittee on economic 
development that local- 
content provisions in 
Quebec and Ontario are 
preventing DSTN from 
penetrating those 
markets. Quebec requires 
60 per cent of all wind- 
turbine projects to be lo¬ 
cally sourced. Ontario re¬ 
quires 25 per cent but 
will increase the local- 
content requirements to 
50 per cent in January 
2012. 

“We’re losing the fact 
of competiveness,” Mur¬ 
ray told reporters. 


Grim view of care home

A Cape Breton special- 
care home where an autis¬ 
tic man was confined to a 
room for two weeks last 
year is beset by a “climate 
of mistrust and suspicion” 
where staff and manage¬ 
ment have an adversarial 
relationship, concludes 
an independent review re¬ 
leased yesterday. 

The review paints a 
grim picture of what it is 
like to live and work at 
Braemore Home Corp. in 
Sydney, a residence for 
people with disabilities 
that found itself under 
scrutiny after the Nova 
Scotia government 

launched an external in¬ 
vestigation earlier this 
year of its operations. 

The report by consult¬ 
ing firm Deloitte outlined 
a number of problems 


with Braemore’s work¬ 
place culture and how 
that affects care for its 
residents. 

“There is evidence of a 
command-and-control 
management style, as 
well as ineffective man¬ 
agement practices at all 
levels,” the 29-page report 
says. 

“Adversarial relations 
between leadership and 
staff undermine client 
support.... There is a cli¬ 
mate of mistrust and sus¬ 
picion, and use of 
grievance processes in¬ 
stead of dialogue between 
union and management. 

“There is a significant 
need for changes at all 
levels of the organization 
— staff, leadership, board 
of directors and the De¬ 
partment of Community 


Services.” 

The review was ordered 
by the province’s Depart¬ 
ment of Community Serv¬ 
ices in February after 
officials found that an 
autistic resident of Brae¬ 
more was locked inside a 
constantly lit room for 15 
days last fall. 

At the time, Communi¬ 
ty Services Minister 
Denise Peterson-Rafuse 
said the review was need¬ 
ed after her department 
concluded the 20-year-old 
man, who was allowed 
out occasionally for exer¬ 
cise and meals, some¬ 
times urinated in the 
room when he couldn’t 
leave to use a bathroom. 

The home’s executive 
director, Debra MacPher- 
son, later apologized.

No Buy America for Canada: 
International Trade Minister 

O Two-way trade between Canada and the U.S. hit 
$526 billion US last year — the largest in world history 


The Harper government re¬ 
jected assurances offered 
yesterday by the U.S. am¬ 
bassador to Canada, who 
defended the controversial 
Buy American provisions in 
his president’s new jobs 
bill. 

Envoy David Jacobson 
told an audience that Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s $447- 
billion jobs legislation was 
good news for the econom¬ 
ic recovery of both coun¬ 
tries. 

But International Trade 
Minister Ed Fast rejected Ja¬ 
cobson’s overture, empha¬ 
sizing the Tories’ staunch 
commitment to free trade 
and breaking down all pro¬ 
tectionist barriers. 

“The Obama administra¬ 
tion has in the past recog¬ 
nized that deepened trade 
is a win-win for both our 
countries. In particular 
Canada was deliberately 
provided an exemption in 
2010 to the Buy American 
provisions that were pro¬ 
posed at that time. Trade-re¬ 
strictive measures between 
our two countries were rec¬ 
ognized as wrong then, and 
they remain wrong now,” 
Fast said in an emailed 


statement. 

Earlier, Jacobson told a 
business crowd in Ottawa 
the provision is necessary if 
Obama’s jobs bill has any 
chance of passage through 
a fractious U.S. Congress. Ja¬ 
cobson said Canada should 
“take the bad with the 
good” and that his country 
will live up to its interna¬ 
tional trade obligations. 

It was Jacobson’s most 
hard-hitting public message 
since becoming Obama’s 
envoy to Canada. He had lit¬ 
tle choice but to address the 
protectionist irritant, 
which has sparked com¬ 
plaints from the Conserva¬ 
tive government in Ottawa. 

The protectionist provi¬ 
sions were resurrected last 
month as Canada and the 
U.S. were prepared to offi¬ 
cially announce a sweeping 
agreement on border co-op¬ 
eration that will see Canada 
spend $1 billion for new 
border facilities and pro¬ 
grams. 

As it did when a similar 
provision was introduced, 
Ottawa has protested the 
inclusion of the provision 
and is seeking another ex¬ 
emption. 


In defence... 


► Jacobson said the jobs bill 
ensures the Buy American 
provisions will conform to 
the U.S. government's 
trade obligations under 
the World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion and the North Ameri¬ 
can Free Trade Agreement. 

► He assured that he is “cate¬ 
gorically” not considering 
levies or tariffs on Canada 
despite complaints from 
U.S. ports that Canada is 
unfairly subsiding the di¬ 
version of cargo ships 
away from competitors. 

► He said there is no 

delay on a Beyond the Bor¬ 
der deal, which would bol¬ 
ster information sharing 
on security threats, better 
align the countries' food 
and auto industries, and 
ensure consultation on 
land-border crossings. 

“In these challenging 
times, there is simply no 
better American j ob-creator 
than trade with Canada. 
And vice versa. And the best 
way to do that is through 
free and open trade,” Fast

Nova Scotia Nominee Program, 
Economic Stream Refund 


If you paid fees to the Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia 
Nominee Program, you might be able to get some money back 
from the Province of Nova Scotia. Read this to find out more. 

What is this about? 

A lawsuit was started against the Province of Nova Scotia in 2009. 
The goal was to get a refund for people who applied for and paid 
fees into the former Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia 
Nominee Program. The Supreme Court of Nova Scotia has now 
certified that lawsuit as a class action. Your legal rights may be 
affected. The lawyers for both sides have made a deal that would 
give a refund to eligible people. The Supreme Court of Nova 
Scotia approved the settlement as fair and reasonable. 

Am I included? 

You are if you (1) paid money to Nova Scotia under the 
Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia Nominee Program, 

(2) landed and obtained permanent resident status in Canada, and 

(3) did not already get a refund. As long as you told the truth in 
your application and immigration filings, you should be eligible 
for a refund. 

What does this mean for me? 

If you are a Class Member, your legal rights are affected. You will 
benefit from any settlement, but you must give up your right to 
sue the Government of Nova Scotia on your own. 

How much will I get? 

If you were not paid anything under a business mentorship, you 
will get $63,750 back if your claim is approved ($75,000 less an 
approved 15% fee of $11,250). If you were paid under a business 
mentorship, the amount you were paid will be deducted from 
$75,000.The 15% fee will be taken from the net amount. 

Do I have to pay anything out of my own pocket? 

No. The lawyers' fees have already been accounted for in the 
amount set out above. You will not be billed. The Supreme Court 
approved the lawyers’ fee as fair and reasonable 

How do I get my money? 

You have to fill in a Claim Form. A copy of the Claim Form 
can be found at http://www.branchmacmaster.com/nova-scotia- 
immigration/. You must mail, fax, or email in the form by 

May 4, 2012. 

What if I do not want to take part? 

If you do not want to take part, you have to opt out. If you 
opt out, you will not get any benefit from the settlement. 
You will have to sue the Government of Nova Scotia on 
your own if you wish to recover anything. To opt out, go to 
http: //www. branchmacmaster.com/nova-scotia-immigration /, download 
the opt out form, and submit it to the address listed. If you want 
to opt out, you must do so before Jan. 5 2012. 

What if too many people opt out? 

If more than 50 people opt out, the Province has the right to 
cancel the settlement. Neither the Province nor the lawyer for the 
class expect this to occur however.

Gene Kelly 
and post-mil¬

man Charlie Sheen have in 
common? The Hollywood 
stars both were “all for one, 
one for ah” in a Three Mus¬ 
keteers movie. 

Kelly was the heroic 
D’Artagnan in the 1948 ver¬ 
sion of the Alexandre Du¬ 
mas story, while Sheen was 
— unsurprisingly — the ar¬ 
rogant womanizer Aramis 
in 1993. 

The swashbuckling ex¬ 
ploits of D’Artagnan and his 
three friends first appeared 
in print in 1844. Sixty years 
later a French film detailed 
their exploits for the first 
time. 

Since then they have 
swashbuckled though an 
all-girl version called Barbie 
and the Three Musketeers, 
an old west adaptation star¬ 
ring John Wayne and bow 
wowed in an all canine edi¬ 
tion called Dogtanian and 
the Three Muslcethounds. 

This weekend the all- 
new Three Musketeers 
brings their swashbuckling 





style to the big screen for 
the 30th time in the last 
centuiy. 

The Gene Kelly Three 
Musketeers is probably the 
most accurate adaptation 
from page to stage, but the 
most entertaining — and 
star studded — has to be 
The Three Musketeers: The 
Queen’s Diamonds. 

The 1973-era movie is 
bawdy, outrageous and ac¬ 
tion packed, with lavish set 
design and an even more 
lavish cast, including 
Michael York, Oliver Reed, 


Charlton Heston, Christo¬ 
pher Lee, Raquel Welch and 
Faye Dunaway. 

Highlights include a 
chess game played with 
trained dogs and monkeys 
and some of the best sword 
fighting this side of an Errol 
Flynn movie. 

The Musketeer (2001) 
features plenty of sword¬ 
play, but amps up the ac¬ 
tion with crouching tiger 
choreography by martial 
arts master Xin Xin Xiong. 

Starring Justin Cham¬ 
bers as D’Artagnan, the sto- 


ly will ruffle the giant 
feather plumes worn by Du¬ 
mas purists but as an action 
movie — Roger Ebert 
wrote, “Occasionally the ac¬ 
tion is interrupted by dia¬ 
logue scenes” — it is the 
most exciting of the recent 
Musketeers movies. 

Occasionally the Muske¬ 
teers have appeared as sup¬ 
porting characters. 

In 1998’s The Man in the 
Iron Mask, the aging 
D’Artagnan and his posse — 
played by Gabriel Byrne, Je¬ 
remy Irons, John Mallcovich 


and Gerard Depardieu — 
come out of retirement to 
rid France of an evil king, 
Louis XIV and replace him 
with his twin brother, both 
played by Leonardo Di 
Caprio. 

Based on Dumas’s novel 
Count of Bragelonne the 
stoiy was also the basis for 
The Fifth Musketeer, a 1979 
movie with the unlikely 
cast of Beau Bridges as 
Louis XTV and Alan Hale Jr. 
(best known as The Skipper 
from Gilligan’s Island) as 
Musketeer Porthos.

It’s been 41 years since film¬ 
maker Donald Shebib put 
Canada on the cinematic

The surprise success of 
the scrappy little film was a 
double edged sword for 
Shebib, making his career 
while also chaining him to 
the verite expectations he 
had no intention of fulfill¬ 
ing. After making a re¬ 
spectable living in features 
and TV, Shebib recently 
rounded up the surviving 
gang including McGrath,

Jason Derulo’s message to 
hit songwriters and produc¬ 
ers: Check your egos at the 
door!

Rotem, wanted to challenge 
himself on his new album, 
so he held recording ses¬ 
sions with other producers. 

Things didn’t always go 
smoothly “Some of these

In My Head. “I can’t really 
get down like that.” 

Future Histoiy still fea¬ 
tures Rotem, but also in¬ 
cludes RedOne, The-Dream 
and DJ Frank E. It debuted 
at No. 29 on the Billboard 
charts last month. 

So some sessions didn’t go 
well? 

I’m a fan of a lot of other 
producers and their work, 
so I wanted to kind of dive 
in and see what that was 
like. So I worked with a lot 
of people (and in) some in¬ 
stances it didn’t work be¬ 
cause I’m really not into 
working with people I don’t 
have, like, a special connec¬ 
tion with.... So it has to be a 
friendly connection as well 
as business connection as 
well as a creative connec¬ 
tion to make great material. 
What would happen after it 
didn’t work out? 

So usually if I meet some¬ 


body and we don’t click, I 
just won’t finish the ses¬ 
sion. I’ll be like, ‘Maybe we 
can do this another time’ 
and they’ll never hear from 
me again. 

How was RedOne? 

He’s somebody that’s so 
down to earth ... a lot of 
these other people could 
take some notes.... Just yes¬ 
terday he was texting me, 
‘Hey, did you see the re¬ 
sponse on our songs? It’s 
amazing. It’s a smash.’ He’s 
like, ‘I’m so excited.’ Like, 
he still has that same ex¬ 
citement as he did in the 
beginning, and that’s in¬ 
credible. 

So the song Be Careful is 
about a stalker? 

I had a stalker situation 
where I met this girl and it 
started off as something 
that I thought would be 
some kind of, I don’t know 
what to call it, fling. But it 
just turned out to be some¬ 
thing totally different and 
she was following me 
around the world. 

Were you hesitant about 
writing the song since she 
was stalking you? 

I’m never hesitant about 
writing a song. It doesn’t re¬ 
ally matter what it is. If you 
don’t want a song written 
about you, you should prob¬ 
ably not be in my life 
(laughs). I’m going to write 
songs about anything. I’ve 
had girls sit in the studio 
with me and they just burst 
into tears because I literally 
will tell the whole stoiy 
how it is, you know what I 



mean? Whether it’s painful 
or not. 

How did It Girl come about? 

It definitely was one of 
those songs that kind of 
just like rolled off the 
tongue and I haven’t found 
my “it girl” yet, but you 


know, I know she’s out 
there somewhere. 

What was it like recording 
Breathing, which is uptempo 
but is also about your 
cousin’s death? 

It’s partly about my 
cousin’s passing and partly 


about a relationship I was 
in. ... It has a positive-nega¬ 
tive vibe to it. If you’re go¬ 
ing through something you 
don’t have to dwell in it. 
You can pick yourself up 
and that was the thought 
process behind writing this 


song and during the record¬ 
ing process, during the 
writing process it was pret¬ 
ty emotional and pretty 
rough for me... I was actual¬ 
ly in tears when I was mak¬ 
ing the record.

I graduated with a degree in 
Radio and Television Arts at 
Ryerson University in the 
spring of this past year.

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Wilson 
chills out 
ahead 
of big start 


The coolest person at the 
World Series is C.J. Wilson. 

The Texas Rangers 
pitcher chilled out as he 
prepared to face the St. 
Louis Cardinals in Wednes¬ 
day night’s opener. He 
spent 2 Vi minutes in a Dal¬ 
las cryotherapy chamber, 
where liquid nitrogen low¬ 
ered the temperature to a 
frosty -146C in an effort to 
speed body recovery. 

“So 35 degrees (1C) 
should be no big deal, 
right?” Wilson said yester¬ 
day after examining the 
frigid forecast for Game 1 
at Busch Stadium, where 
he starts against the Cardi¬ 
nals’ Chris Carpenter. 

Wearing a dark ski cap, 
dress shirt and vest in the 
interview room, Wilson 
said he read about the Dal¬ 
las Mavericks trying out 
cryotherapy last season, 
when they won the NBA 
championship, and had 
Rangers head athletic 
trainer Jamie Reed check 
out the relatively new 
treatment with Casey 
Smith, his Mavs’ counter¬ 
part. 

“I’m kind of an experi¬ 
mental guy. I’ll go for the 
hyperbaric chamber, drink 
a new type of sports drink 
that’s supposed to keep 
your blood sugar regulat¬ 
ed. I’ll do whatever,” said 
Wilson, one of baseball’s 
best talkers. 

Eric Rauscher, manag¬ 
ing director of the Millen¬ 
nium Ice facility that 
Wilson uses, said the treat-

ment has been available in 
the U.S. for about three 
years. It’s an improvement 
over an ice bath, which 
lowers the skin-surface 
temperature to about 9C. 

“The body goes into 
fight-or-flight syndrome, 
and surrounds the major 
body organs with enriched 
blood,” Rauscher said. 

Preparing for the treat¬ 
ment, Wilson stripped 
down to his shorts, and 
put on special gloves and 
socks to keep his fingers 
and toes from getting 
frostbite. The rest of the 
body can tolerate the ex¬ 
treme temperature for 
that brief period. 

Wilson said he’d like to 
get to -148C. Rauscher said 
there’s not much addition¬ 
al benefit, if any, at that 
point. 

“Being competitive ath¬ 
letes, they want to outdo 
each other. I think it’s 
more of an ego thing,” he 
said. 

For someone coming in 
off the street, a single 
treatment would cost $85 
US, according to Mark 
Murdock, Millennium’s 
contact person with the 
Rangers.

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Who will tune in? 

O World Series features big hitters, ace pitchers but no big TV draws 



A big star who’s overcome 
personal adversity. A pop¬ 
ular band that everyone 
counted out. A crazy crit¬ 
ter with a cute nickname. 

Turn on the TV this 
week, and you can see top 
talent, neat plot lines and 
two loaded lineups. 

So what’s it going to 
be: Sofia Vergara on ABC 
or Criminal Minds on 
CBS? 

Oh, the World Series? 
That, too. 

By any measure, the 
matchup of the Texas 
Rangers and St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals that starts tonight 
is a nifty one. A totally un¬ 
expected pairing, boosted 
by sluggers Albert Pujols 
and Josh Hamilton and 
spiced by a Rally Squirrel. 

But minus big-marlcet 
teams, and at a time 
when TV ratings for base¬ 
ball games are dwindling, 
this is the overarching 
question as the Series be¬ 
gins in the shadow of the 
Arch at Busch Stadium: 
Will anyone watch? 

A Yankees cap turned 
backward on his head as 
he waited to pick up a 
fare in midtown Manhat¬ 
tan, cab driver Jay Javid of 
Brooklyn said he wouldn’t 
tune in after his favourite 
team got eliminated. 

“I’ll be watching crick¬ 
et,” said Javid, who was 
born in Pakistan. 

The Rangers didn’t 
make much of a dent last 
year, when their games 
against the San Francisco 
Giants drew an 8.4 rating. 
That matched the lowest 
ever for a World Series, ty¬ 
ing Philadelphia and Tam¬ 
pa Bay in 2008. It was 39 
per cent higher when the 
Yankees and the Phillies 
played in 2009. 

This October doesn’t 
bode well for Fox, either. 
The Detroit-Texas and Mil- 
waulcee-St. Louis show¬ 
downs for slots in the 
World Series attracted lit¬ 
tle interest, compared to 
previous years. 

“Realistically, the Yan¬ 
kees, love ‘em or hate 
‘em, they’re a big market, 
a lot of following around 
the country. It’s the same 
thing with the Red Sox in 
a way. It is what it is,” Fox 
Sports vice chairman Ed 
Goren said. 

OK, so this might not 


be the Most Viewed Post¬ 
season. But there will be 
plenty of other MVPs in¬ 
side the ballparks. 

Hamilton, who strug¬ 
gled through drug-addic¬ 
tion demons that nearly 
derailed his major league 
career before it began, led 
Texas back into the Series. 

Pujols helped the Car¬ 
dinals make a remarkable 
run in the final month 
that culminated with 
them earning a playoff 
spot on the final day of 
the regular season. 


Adding to the intrigue: 
The three-time NL MVP 
has spent his entire ca¬ 
reer with St. Louis, but 
can leave for a big-buclcs 
contract as a free agent 
this winter. 

“If you haven’t seen us 
playing and you think 
there’s no fun with the 
way we’ve been playing or 
the way Texas is playing, 
then you’re not really a 
true fan of baseball,” Pu¬ 
jols said. 

Add in David Freese, 
the local guy who blos¬ 


somed into a St. Louis 
star; Texas fixture 
Michael Young, who 
asked for a trade and then 
stuck around; and a 
plucky squirrel who scam¬ 
pers across home plate at 
Busch Stadium, and 
there’s ample to enjoy. 

“It’s two middle-of-the- 
country teams,” Texas sec¬ 
ond baseman Ian Kinsler 
said. 

“I think it’s awesome 
that there’s no coasts 
here.”

Leaf is no fancy golf cart 

O In fact, Nissan’s electric offering is quite the car 



Let’s get one thing straight: 
the Nissan Leaf electric car 
is a fine piece of engineer¬ 
ing. 

It achieves the objec¬ 
tives its planners set out 
for it, and functions veiy 
well as an automobile. 

Canadian customers can 
go online and reserve their 
Leaf now, starting at 
$38,395, with first deliver¬ 
ies scheduled for later this 
fall. 

The larger question is: 
does the Leaf — does any 
pure electric car — make 
any sense? 

Or is the entire Leaf pro¬ 
gram a multi-billion dollar 
public relations exercise 
instituted by Nissan to 
counter the fact that arch¬ 
rival Toyota has captured 
the high ground on hy¬ 
brids, whose practicality is 
at least as equally dubious? 

The Leaf is built on what 
Nissan calls a dedicated 
platform, shared with oth¬ 
er electric cars from the 
Nissan-Renault Alliance, al¬ 
though I’ll bet you’d find 
similarities in some chassis 
and suspension compo¬ 
nents to other front-wheel 
drive Nissan compacts. 

Leaf is officially classi¬ 
fied as a mid-size car, hav¬ 
ing total interior space 
roughly equivalent to Nis¬ 
san’s Altima. It seats four 
comfortably, five in some¬ 
what of a pinch. 

Power to the AC syn¬

chronous electric motor 
comes from a Lithium-Ion 
batteiy pack consisting of 
48 four-cell modules nes¬ 
tled under the floor where 
it takes little space away 
from passengers and cargo. 

Only when the 60/40 
split rear seatbaclcs are 
folded does the high bulk¬ 
head between rear seat and 
trunk become obtrusive, 
preventing the loading of 
bulky objects. 

Electric motors generate 
their maximum torque at 
zero r.p.m., which means 
the 107 horsepower 207 
lb.-ft. unit launches the 
1,525 kg Leaf away from 
rest at a satisfying rate. 

Nissan won’t quote a 0- 
100 km/h number, but vari¬ 
ous Internet sources 
suggest mid-seven seconds, 
which is very good. 


► Power/Torque: 107 hp/ 

207 Ibs.-ft. 

► Competition: Chevrolet 
Volt, Mitsubishi i-MiEV. 

► What’s Best: Quick acceler¬ 
ation; quiet inside and out; 
relaxing to drive; feels like a 
'real' car, not a glorified 
golf cart. 

► What's Worst: Range still 
not large enough to be 
practical, at least not as an 
‘only’ car; message centre 
and Owners Manual 
together weren’t sufficient 
to diagnose a no-start 
condition. 

There is no transmission 
as such in the Leaf; the mo¬ 
tor winds up until it runs 
out of revs at around 140 
km/h. 

Reverse simply runs the 
motor backwards. 

If you choose the ECO 
mode, acceleration is con¬ 
siderably more leisurely; 
the payoff is longer range. 

Nissan says Leaf is good 
for about 160 kilometres of 
normal driving. Lights, 
wipers, A/C, etc., will affect 
this; hard acceleration and 
high speeds dramatically 
so. 

A multi-screen display 
gives you the distances pos¬ 
sible in either normal or 
ECO mode. It even draws 
concentric circles on the 
standard SatNav map to 
give you a clear indication 
of where you are and 


where you can get to. 

If you do have to call the 
Roadside Assistance num¬ 
ber to get flat-bedded 
home, you can’t say you 
weren’t warned. 

Electric motors are a lot 
quieter than internal com¬ 
bustion engines. The obvi¬ 
ous advantage is a quiet 
ride; the loudest thing 
you’ll hear apart from the 
sound system is the engine 
cooling fans up front. 

Driving the Leaf is sim¬ 
plicity itself. Punch the On 
button, and when you get 
the green Ready light on 
the instrument panel, pull 
the shift lever left and 
back, hit the gas, and off 
you go. 

The car is indeed quiet, 
and rides and handles well, 
partly due to the 50-50 
weight distribution. 

A substantial portion of 


Leaf’s braking effect is 
achieved by electric resist¬ 
ance as opposed to friction 

— the regenerative brakes 
convert kinetic energy 
back into electricity to re¬ 
charge the battery. 

These are standard fare 
in electrics and hybrids; 
the trick usually is massag¬ 
ing brake feel as the sys¬ 
tem transitions from 
“regen” to friction and 
back again. Leaf does this 
as well — probably better 

— than any other such sys¬ 
tem I have tried. 

As I said at the start, the 
Leaf functions veiy well as 
a car. It fulfills Nissan’s 
promise that it drives like a 
real car, not a fancy golf 
cart. It also is veiy relaxing 
to drive.

Peering through a wind¬ 
shield no bigger than a 
crawl space while pinned 
into what feels like a baby 
seat, the world appears to 
flash by from behind the 
wheel of a Sprint Cup car. 

Viewed traclcside, it 
looks more like rush-hour 
traffic putzing along a high¬ 
way. 

Then you realize you 
were the slowest of your 
group and that it was proba¬ 
bly closer to the speed of a 
horse-drawn carriage than 
Jimmie Johnson. 

Sadly, that’s what hap¬ 
pened during a recent 
eight-lap run with the 
Richard Petty Driving Expe¬ 
rience at Phoenix Interna¬ 
tional Raceway. 

Given a chance to test 
out the new surface at PIR’s 
1-mile oval, I failed. 

Miserably. 

I’ve topped 115 miles per 
hour on the open highway, 
plowed through blizzards 
with one-foot drifts, 
whipped through round¬ 
abouts in Paris with ease. 

Get behind the wheel of 
Sprint Cup car, one of the 
most powerful cars in the 
world, one that some might 
give up an organ for a 
chance to drive, and I put¬ 
ter around like one of those 
brake-heavy snowbirds who 
travel down from the north 
to fill Arizona’s roads eveiy 
winter. 


The biggest reason: driv¬ 
ing one of these beasts is 
disorienting. 

It may look easy watch¬ 
ing Johnson, Jeff Gordon 
and Dale Earnhardt Jr. race 
around in circles on TV, but 
nothing about being be¬ 
hind the wheel of a Sprint 
Cup car is comfortable. 

It starts with the fire suit. 

Besides making you look 
drop-dead sexy, they’re un¬ 
comfortable, sweat lodge 
hot and not exactly form 
fitting. Maybe I got one that 
was too small, but I felt like 
someone had hiked me up 
from behind and was carry¬ 
ing me around by the seat 
of my pants. 

After that, you put on a 
moon-sized helmet that 
tests your neck strength, 
then get strapped into the 
HANS device, which gives

you sort of a Star Wars look, 
not to mention making it 
hard to turn your head. The 
full-body turn to look at 
someone becomes a must. 

Any racing fan knows 
that the doors don’t open 
on Sprint Cup cars, but they 
may not know that climb¬ 
ing through that window 
with a giant bulb on your 
head feels like that time 
you locked your keys in the 
house and got stuck in the 
dog door. 

The driver’s compart¬ 
ment looks as if someone 


randomly welded a bunch 
of metal together and has 
the claustrophobic feel of a 
being shoved into a foot 
locker. It feels even tighter 
when they attach the steer¬ 
ing wheel, which, in itself, 
takes a little getting used to 
— as in, is that thing going 
to stay attached? 

The windshield is small¬ 
er than you’d expect and 
the rearview mirror is dis¬ 
torted, like something 
you’d imagine Benjamin 
Franklin used while shav¬ 
ing. 

The waiver form didn’t 
help, either. Filled with 
legalese and about 50 
places to initial and sign, 
it’s much easier to just 
scribble your signature 
quickly across the pages 
without reading the fine 
print. 


You’re driving a race car, 
so pretty much figure it 
says “You may get maimed 
or killed and we’re not re¬ 
sponsible.” 

Once you get going, the 
concentration level gets 
ratcheted up exponentially. 

There’s no fiddling with 
the radio or texting while 
driving one of these. From 
the moment you hear the 
roar of the engine and feel 
that 600-horsepower ma¬ 
chine vibrating underneath 
you, you’re locked in, the 
rest of the outside world 


blacked out. 

As they said in the safety 
and instruction meeting be¬ 
fore the session, the key to 
driving in the Richard Petty 
Driving Experience is all 
about three things: distance 
— three car lengths — driv¬ 
ing line and speed. 

For me, it was fail, fail, 
fail. 

The lead cars have a 
green light on the right 
telling you when to speed 
up and a yellow on the left 
when you get too close. 

My problem was getting 
past the feeling that the car 
was going to slide off the 
track. 

Overall, driving a Sprint 
Cup car is certainly an eye¬ 
opening experience, one 
that provides a greater ap¬ 
preciation for what the big 
boys do with those monster 
machines. 

OK, so this is coming 
from the perspective of 
someone who drives a boxy 
SUV, but I can at least say 
it’s nothing like driving on 
the freeway.
